PASSING OF THE 
BOOTLEGGER 


ARTICLB No, 1 
| NCLE SAM might very reason- 
ably advertise “bootleggers 
for sale.” Not that they are 
salable. It is simply that the good 
Uncle has a great many of the 
breed of which he soon must make 
some disposition. 

The problem is uot only real, it Is 
acute. To understand it, and gath- 
er an idea about what must be done 
to solve it, we should analyze the 
bootlegger. We should know whence 
he came, determine whither he goes, 
If he goes! 

He was, broadjy speaking, a 
product of the prohibition era, That 
ig, the “millionaire bootlegger" came 
with prohibition. Before that we 
always had the bovtlegger. But he 
was a sinall timer. He was nothing 
but a tin-horp evader. 

But let no one tell you that pro- 
hibition made the gangster. Amer- 
ica had gangsters just as vicious as 
present-day yanysters long before 
the dry era dawned as a sattenal 
condition, 

What prohibition did was to 
finance the gangster through mak- 
ing the small-time business of boot- 
legging a national industry, The 
notorious old “Hudson Dusters" of 
New York were a gang. hey plun- 
dered and pillaged; they fought 
and brawled. But they were con- 
stantly in trouble with the police. 
They serveda goodly portion of their 


lives in the penitentiary for com- 
paratively minor offenses, They 
were, ju the language of the gay 


nineties, “bums.” They had no po- 
litieal influence, they controlled no 
profitable commercial activities, and 
they utterly lacked intluenee in the 
court. 

Prohibition changed that. With 
a pation suddenly gone drink-mind- 
ed a source of supply wis Decessary, 
The ganester, being a oaturally-in- 
clined criminal, undertook to supply 


Wieit beoze, Suddenly be supplied 
it in immeasurable quiuastities for 
fmnpeasurable profits, Tle lost none 
ov his thugzery; none of his erim- 
imu propensities; none af his strong 
arm methods of operation. fe mere. 
ly became rich, and riches are 
power, 

A buotleser caught plying his 
trade eould pay tis “legal fees’ in 
advance to the arresting officer ine 
stend of ta the court. This made 
him immune, Prosecution was noth 
ing but persecution, and perseeur 
tion wis little enouch se ders as you 
passed its Gost dfong fa the con. 
sumer of bouxe. 

Millions rolled im Petty wang 
sters passed out heeause Cie boot 
legging business attracted cute law: 
yers in search of great fees, Their 
ability, to do this tad more far 
reaching  resilts, it allrarted to 
booUlegeinie cotipeting pauesters 

The whole thing grew with almost 
magical speed. ‘The only tundatuen- 
tal chatue ip the old tine gangster 
was the lifting of him from the

With a babens corpus, and a venal 
judge diving on the fat of the land 
through the hootleg bribes, 

Now the change. seutiment is 
routing prohibition. Lf it passes, the 
United States wilt have -an apray of- 
the most murderous bandits of mod- 


ern times without “work.” No more 
the endless stream of pubgrenous 
gold; no longer the overtlowing cof- 
fers of beer and booze wells; no 
more the “alky-cooking ’ millions 


which offered protits of 1,600 per 
eent a drink and sold for anywhere 
froin 15 cents to two dollars a gulp. 
That is gone 

Inevitably the gatuester reverts to 


his old status. But here is the 
chronic and acute angle: he is now 
a gangster accustomed to ten-course 
dinners, star sapphires and peaked 
lapels. He uses limousines, presents 
diamonds, contributes to elections, 


He has ussumed an Jmmense polit- 
feal power through the information 
he has on venal officlals now tn of- 


fice. He has learned to operate 
without murdering anything” but 
competition. Is it to be expected 
that the repeal of a single law will 
change this vege? Not for a second. 

The problem then, {8 simple. 


Without bootleg revenues where will 
he turn?) What will be do? How 
will he operate?) What of all his 
luxuries?) Can he keep up the pace 
without turning to crimes of vio- 
lence? 

Let me say right here that he can- 
not. The records of the last few 
months prove this. RKidnapinga 
have assumed front page position. 

Rackets fill in with less senga- 
tional but just as incredible advices 
of the predatory operations of these 
thugs. American business pays the 
price. 

Those who knew their underworld 
know bootlegging has not heen the 
big-shot operation for some fourteen 
months. It zot sa lt east too much 
to. fix murder trinia, square “raps” 
ard operate within the bonnda of 
rrect. 


But bootlegging has taught the 


-power-of--logal- technicality, Gang. 


sters formed corporations and as 
such preyed upon business under 
the protection of the law, Shysters 
reaped a harvest by directing sa- 
botage, tntimidation and monopoly, 
with machine guns. 

Today literally billions of dol- 
Jars are being extracted by the 
scalpel of force in the hands of mur- 
derous thugs who were spawned in 
the gutter, who throve in the slums 
of thought and grew to the distor 
tlons of bribery, malfeasance and or- 
ganized corruption, 

People ask if the bootlegger will 
turn to crimes of violence with the 
passing of prohibition. The anawer 
igs frightfully simple. He already 
has, In the upper crust of the un- 
derworld today bootleggers are as 
scarce as Hottentots tn the United 
States senate. Bootlegying no long- 
er pays. People are wise to prices, 
Competition ig too broad, At: 
tempted enforcement has waned, 
thus Increasing the ease of distribu- 
tion of Hquor. The enforceability 
of law has been made doubtful 1n 
the mind of the professional crim- 
inal That gves for all law, not 
just prohibitiun, As a result, he 
is still riding {n his Hmousine. 

The commercial racket is simple 
in operation. So the passing boot- 
legger operates it. In most large 
cities the cleaners are “organized.” 
So, too, with the laundries, the win- 
dow cleaners, the dyers,.the poultry 
markets, the garages, the fruit deal- 
ers, the ice cream dealers, the 
trucking companies, Space does not 
permit enumeration of all the com- 
mercial aud industrial activities 
which have fallen under the spell 
of this one-time alley rat called the 
gangster, 

New York city disclosed recently 


‘a “poultry racket" that paid its op- 


erators some sixteen millions a 
year, How did ft operate? Intim- 
idation, pure and simple, alone and 
unaided, instead of a diplomatic 
note, bombs were placed in offices, 
freight stations and = stores. In 
place of sales letters machine gun 
bullets whined their expressive and 
usually conclusive message. Force. 
“Pay us, or. we'll blow up your 
plant, murder your wife, kidnap your 
children.” 

Drivers of trucks ion many Nnes 
are forced to join a protective or- 
ganization, pay dues, then refuse 
work uniess it Is approved by rack- 
eteers, 

The business of the rucket is Just 
as widespread today as the business 
of the bovtlegger was three years 
ago. This is not a comforting con- 
dition, On the other hand it Is 
not half so bad as it sounds, Put 
in a nutshell, the business of the 
gangsters before proltibition was 
eheap and hazardous because its 
revenues were insufficient to pay for 
protection, The crime of violence 
never Ip history has proven profit: 


able. Burglars may rob a house of 
nothing, but assume all the risk in 
the world, A hold-up man.may rob 


a pedestrian of a dollar or two. He 
fuces the sume penalty as if the 
pedestrian had bad a great deal 
more, 

Crime is safe only when protect- 
ed by venal police or courts. That 
protection ig a commodity not of- 
fered at {uferior prices. So violent 
erime ts stupidity, 
sence it ts failure, 

Successful crime must be profit- 
able on a zreat svale, to pay bribes, 
nurture corruption and hire skilled 
Jawyers. Footpads cannot do that. 
Neither can burglars, robbers, petty 
thieves and the like. The gangster 
who became the bootlegger must 
now again become the gangster, be- 
cause he has never changed except 
in purse. He is the same old beetle 
brow with a few new ideas con- 
ceived in bootleg gold, a few new 


ambitions certain to trip him -up,- 


a. -few..confidences that. will. prove 
mantraps as his bootleg revenues 
change into those for whjch he 
must resort to violence. 


There is a way and a simple way 
to rout the racketeer, It involves 
national action. It demunds a unifi- 
cation of protective measures that 
never can be subsidized by local 
politictans and criminals, So closely 
are these local politicians and crim. 
inals allied that the line of ,demar- 
eation between them ts often India- 
tinguishahble. 


It is a deadly truth that the boot- 
legger never could have grown as ! 


he did without political protection 
he bought with bootleg money. It Is 
a helpful truth that the passing of 
prohibition will enable honest offi- 
clals to break the tie-up between 
thief and cop and so disrupt the 
so-called gangster organizations the 
country over. 

The. next few years will see tre- 
mendoug developments {n American 
criminal codes and procedures, If 
some decent and sane social order 
is to survive, these developments al- 
ready are appearing obvious In thelr 
demands, 

The bootlegger who has turned 
racketeer is on the way out, The 
speed of his exit will be commensu- 
rate with the speed of the social or 
der in enacting simple and far. 
reaching measures for the establish- 
ment of order and the banishment 
of the worst criminals the United 
States has ever tolerated. 

Even now the federal government 
is moving against the racketeer. A 
senate sub-committee Investigating 
this form of criminality has just 
been assured by President Roose 
velt that the full facilittes of the 
federal government will be at the 
committee's disposal.

The new Michigan law does not 
compel the driver of an automo- 
tive vehicle on the highways to 
obtain insurance. As long as he 
obeys the laws and avoids acci- 
dents he.has nothing to worry 
about. But the reckless fellow, 
who cannot show, following an 
accident, his ability to meet ac- 
cident judgments, will be: prompt- 
ly ruled off the highways; nor 
will he be allowed ‘to drive again 
until the judgments against him 
have been satisfied. ‘ 

How the law will work out i 
actual application remains to be 
seen, If it has the effect of en- 
couraging careful driving, it will 
fully justify the claims of its 
sponsors. The driving public ‘is 
entitled to protection at all times, 
and this seems a sensible way to
